‘The woman's 
club js a weapon which the world can- 
not afford to ignore today,

Miss Lendman is highiy pleased 
with her first close-hand view of the 
work of the Canaclan Councils, ‘Their 
educational work, the vastly important 
immegration activities are binding tne 
Jewish women of the dominion closely 
with other women's organizations
